lir Weller presented and explained the purpose of ORDINANCE
NO. 382, AMENDING SECTION 23 COF ORDINANCE NO. 375 ENTITLED,
LICENSING FOR THE PURPOSES OF REVENUE CERTAIN PROFESSIONS,
BUSINESS, TRADES AND OCCUPATICMS IN THE CITY OF LODI "

such purpose being the clarification of this section as
relating to Ordinance No. 373 (Seles Tax Ordinance). It

vas then moved by Councilmen Bull, Heskell second, that this
ordinance be introduced and laid over for ths statutory
period of not less than five days. So ordered.

Harry E. Mahaffey, dba Lodi Transit System, holder of the
bus line franchise granted by Ordinance No. 324 adopted
May 15, 1946 subnitted tentative revised routing omitting
a considersble portion of his " West Side Route " and also
new time schedules for operations to be effective as scon
as possible, these changes made nscessary by the leck of
patronage in the western part of the City. The Council
deeming that these proposed routes and time schedules were
sutmitted in substantial complience with the provisions of
Sections 2 and 7 of Ordinence No. 324, it was moved by
Councilmen Haskell, Bull second, that both be approved by
the adoption of Resolution No. 1455 " Approving Bus Routas
and Time Schedules ", the changes to be effective beginning
February 7, 1949. Resolution No. 1455 adopted by the
following vote:

AYES: Councilmen, Haskell, Bull, Lytle and Rimn
NOES: Councilmen, None. ABSENT: Councilman,Tolliver.

Mir Mahaffey, as proprietor of City Cab Company, transmitted
through the City Mansger, his reguest for confirmation of
taxi stands msintaipned by him near the intersections of Pine
end Secremento Streets and at Elm and Sacramento Streets.
Avplication returned to the City Mensger t0 ascertain whether
either or both of these stends were in actusl permitted use
prior to the adoption of Ordinance No. 360 dated December 3,
1947,

Andrew and Henry Gunsch then addressed the Council in regard
to obtaining city sewer service to a proposed subdivision to
be located near the Southwest cormexr of Kettlemen and Cherokee
Lanss, (Cf minutes 12-17-47). Owing to lack of informstion

as to location of streets, sewsrs and the general lay-out of
this tract as affecting future development of larnds in this
vicinity, the application was referred to the City Manager and
the City Engineer for investigetion and report.

Sketches for a proposed ™ Hotel Lodi " sign replacing the
present sign on Fast Pine Street were presented by the City
Menager. To obviate any conflict with restrictions placed
on signs at other loeations, this application was referred
to the City Menager snd the Superintendent of Streets,

A tentative offer to purchase the lot on the Southwest corner
of Pleasant Avemue and Lockeford Street by Northerm San Joeguin
County Mosquito Abatement District was also referred to the
City Menager with instructions to obtain a firm offer from the
District,

Claims as approved by the City Manager in the amournt of
$48,140.69 were allowed and ordered paid, the seme including

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Mr Weller reported the receipnt of a letter from Spokene Base

JANUARY REPORT Report of the Chief of Police for January was presented, copies
CHIEF oF PoLICEbeing furnished each Councilman,
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First Suppliment for exnenditure of gasoline taxes on Major
Streets, Projects 10 and 11, budgeting $79,286.51 for these
objects was avproved by the adoption of Resolution No, 1454,
introduced by Councilman Bull, Easkell second and passed

by the assenting votes of the four Councilmen present.

On the report of the City Planning Commission, recommending
approval, a varience was grarted Henry Nelson to externd a
present non-conforming use appertaining to the lot on tke
Northeast corner of Pine and Weshington Streets so as to
admit the comstruction of a "drive-in" stand to be occupied
by " Foster's 0ld Fashioned Freeze ". Lotion Councilman Lytle,
Haskell second.

On a favorable report from the City Planning Commission, Dr.
Chris Keszler was permitted to extend his dental office building
operating under a use permit on the Southwest cormer of Lodi

and Pleasant Avenues southerly to an existing garage on the

same lot in accordance with plot plan filed. Motion Councilman
Haskell, Bull second,

Councilman Haskell then stated that as Mr H. D. Weller has served
the City as City Manager to the setisfaction of the City Council
for a period of severn months, that, in accordance with the under-
standing had at thé time of Mr Weller's employment, it was now
time for an upward adjustment of his salary. Mr Haskell then
moved, Bull second, that the salary of the City Manager be set

at $600.,00 per month erfective from February 1, 1949. Motion
carried ard so ordered.

Mayor Rinn djstributed to the press, a statement of the attitude
of the City Uouncil toward the enforcement or repeel of Ordinance
No 271 eppertaining to the hours of business when fresh meats
could be sold.

The next two hours were spent in discussion of the needs of
Lodi Child Service, Day Care Center, sesting and lighting for
the Stadium snd Ball Park andvarious other problems, including
street lighting, row confronting the City.
